Space Of 
Future Stores

AH businesses to be butit in 
Torrance in the future must 
provide off-street parking space, 
if a recommendation proposed 
by the Planning Commission is 
accepted by the City Council.

The proposal comes in the 
form of an amendment to the 
city building code.

The ordinance Is presently 
under study by City Attorney 
James IjLall.

Four new ordinances were 
presented to Ihe commissioners 
for consideration by Secretary 
George Powell. The include:

1. Additional off-street park1- 
ing regulations.

2. Twenty-seven foot service 
roads for houses which are 
built off easily accessible 
streets or service roads. This 
is primarily designed to insure 
easy access by fire equipment, 
moving trucks, and other ve­ 
hicles.

3. Front-yard setbacks fig­ 
ured from the center of the 
street, in order to eliminate 
confusion over where the set­ 
backs should begin.

4. Automatic rezoning of 
light, agricultural zones when 
new subdivisions are approved.
